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EXPLANATION

This bill amends a provision in Code chapter 162

authorizing
to regulate

the department of agriculture and land stewardship
animals kept in commercial establishments.

Generally, commercial establishments must obtain a license or

certificate

of registration. The bill addresses several types

of commercial establishments that have obtained a federal
license in lieu of a state license. The commercial
establishments of concern are a commercial kennel (Code

section 162.

6), public auction (Code section 162.6), dealer

(Code_section 162.7), and commercial breeder (Code section
162.8). A Tederally licensed commercial establishment must
still obtain a certificate of registration from the

department.

The
department may deny or revoke the certificate of registration
based on a violation of state law directly regulating the
health and welfare of an animal.
